MEMORANDUM OPINION AND ORDER 


Adopted: February 16, 1996; Released: March 14, 1996 
By the Commission: 


1. Before the Commission is an application for review 
filed by John B. Genovese (Genovese), licensee of amateur 
radio station WB5LOC. Genovese appeals an order, re- 
leased July 10, 1995 by the Compliance and Information 
Bureau (Bureau), denying reconsideration of a monetary 
forfeiture of $500 imposed for interfering with frequencies 
in the amateur radio service. In the Matter of John B. 
Genovese, Amateur Radio Station WBSLOC, 10 FCC Red 
7594 (CIB 1995). We have reviewed Genovese’s application 
for review and have concluded that the arguments raised 
therein were previously considered by the Bureau and 
properly decided. Therefore, we find no reason to disturb 
the Bureau’s decision. 

2. Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED, that pursuant to 47 
C.F.R. § 1.115(g), the application for review filed by John 
B. Genovese, licensee of amateur radio station WBSLOC, 
IS DENIED. 

3. IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that, pursuant to Sec- 
tion 503(b) of the Communications Act of 1934, as amend- 
ed (the Act), 47 U.S.C. § 503(b), and Section 1.80 of the 
Commission’s rules, 47 C.F.R. § 1.80, John B. Genovese is 
liable for a monetary forfeiture in the amount of five 
hundred dollars ($500) for violating Section 333 of the Act, 
47 U.S.C. § 333, and Section 97.101(d) of the Commis- 
sion’s rules, 47 C.F.R. § 97.101(d). The amount specified 
was determined after consideration of the factors set forth 
in Section 503(b) of the Act. 

4. IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that, pursuant to Sec- 
tion 1.80(h) of the Commission’s rules, 47 C.F.R. § 
1.80(h), John B. Genovese shall, within thirty (30) days of 
the release of this Order, pay the full amount of the 
forfeiture. Forfeitures shall be paid by check or money 
order payable to the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion.
